Slaughter  plants  in  the  48  States  under  Federal  inspection  and  non-federal- 
ly  inspected  plants  with  an  annual  live  weight  output  of  300,  000  pounds  or  more 
numbered  3,  869  on  March  1,  1970,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

This  compares  with  2,957  plants  in  1965. 

Slaughter  plants  under  Federal  inspection  March  1,  1970  totaled  725,  or 
19  percent  of  the  3,869  plants,  the  same  percentage  as  in  1965.  These  plants 
slaughter  animals  under  inspection  conducted  by  the  Livestock  Inspection  Division, 
Consumer  and  Marketing  Service. 

Plants  not  under  Federal  inspection  with  an  annual  live  weight  output  of 
300,000  pounds  or  more  totaled  3,144  on  March  1,  1970,  compared  with  2,387 
in  1965.  Of  these,  562  were  classified  as  large  non-federally  inspected  plants-- 
those  which  slaughter  over  2 million  pounds  (live  weight)  annually.  These 
represented  14  percent  of  the  3,869  plants,  compared  with  29  percent  or  849 
large  non-federally  inspected  plants  in  1965.  Medium  size  non-federally  in- 
spected plants  --  those  which  slaughtered  between  300,000  and  2 million  pounds 
(live  weight)  annually  --  numbered  2,582.  These  comprised  67  percent  of  the 
total,  compared  with  52  percent  or  1,538  in  1965. 

In  addition  to  the  plants  listed  above,  there  were  3,  845  small  non-federally 
inspected  plants  --  those  that  slaughtered  less  than  300,  000  pounds  (live  weight) 
annually.  In  1965  there  were  about  4,750  of  these  small  plants. 

Commercial  slaughter  estimates  of  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  include 
slaughter  in  both  federally  and  non-federally  inspected  plants.  Beginning  with 
January  1966,  the  estimates  of  commercial  slaughter  and  meat  production  were 
changed  to  include  animals  custom  slaughtered  for  farmers. 

Slaughter  in  the  725  Federally  inspected  plants  accounted  for  89  percent 
of  the  total  commercial  slaughter  (live  weight)  in  1969  and  84  percent  in  1964. 
Slaughter  in  large  and  medium  non-federally  inspected  plants  accounted  for  10 
percent  of  the  total  commercial  slaughter  in  1969,  compared  with  15  percent  in 
1964.  Small  non-federally  inspected  plants  accounted  for  1 percent  of  total  com- 
mercial slaughter  in  both  years. 
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Classification  of  Plants  by  Number  Slaughtering  Each  Species 


Federally  inspected  and  large  and  medium  non-federally  inspected  slaughtering  plants  operating 
on  March  1 were  classified  according  to  the  species  slaughtered  during  1969.  No  distinction  was  made 
between  plants  slaughtering  cattle  but  not  calves,  or  plants  slaughtering  calves  but  not  cattle.  The 
number  of  plants  slaughtering  a given  species  would  be  the  sum  of  those  which  slaughtered  that  parti- 
cular species  alone  or  in  combination  with  other  species. 

Plants  slaughtering  all  species  in  1969  totaled  1,474  or  38  percent  of  the  3,869  slaughter  plants. 
Plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  represented  12  percent  of  the  total.  The  most  common 
combination  of  species  slaughtered  was  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs  with  about  40  percent  of  the  plants 
in  this  category.  About  5 percent  of  the  plants  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs 
while  4 percent  slaughtered  hogs  only.  Only  2 plants  slaughtered  hogs  and  sheep  and  lambs  and  13 
plants  handled  sheep'  and  lambs  only. 

Of  the  725  federally  inspected  plants,  20  percent  slaughtered  all  species  in  1969  --  cattle  and 
calves,  sheep  and  lambs,  and  hogs.  Plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  numbered  268,  or  37 
percent  of  the  total  number  in  1969  compared  with  234,  or  41  percent  in  1964.  There  were  127  plants 
which  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs.  Seventy-five  firms  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and 
sheep  and  lambs,  compared  with  71  in  1964.  Plants  slaughtering  hogs  only  totaled  99,  up  from  64  in 
1964. 


Of  the  562  large  non-federally  inspected  plants,  192  or  34  percent  slaughtered  all  three  species. 
The  73  plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  accounted  for  13  percent  of  the  total  number.  Plants 
slaughtering  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs  totaled  208,  or  37  percent  of  the  group.  Sixty-four  plants 
slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs.  Plants  killing  only  hogs  numbered  25. 

Medium  size  non-federally  inspected  plants  slaughtering  all  species  totaled  1,  139,  or  44  percent 
of  the  2,  582  plants.  Plants  slaughtering  only  cattle  and  calves  totaled  114,  or  4 percent  of  the  total. 
About  47  percent  of  the  group  slaughtered  cattle  and  calves  and  hogs.  Sixty-six  plants  slaughtered 
cattle  and  calves  and  sheep  and  lambs.  There  were  41  plants  that  slaughtered  hogs  only,  and  2 that 
slaughtered  sheep  and  lambs  only.
